cecd the Hon. Samuel W. George of 
Haverhill. Governor Guild has long been 
of the opinion that there should be an 
infusion of new blood in the Gas Com- 
mission, and as Mr. George's term hap- 
pened to be the first to expire since the 
Governor took office this is the first op- 
portunity which he has had of making a 
change in the personnel of the commis- 
sion. The Governor desires it to be un- 
derstood that his decision not to reap- 
point Mr. George is in no way a rejec- 
tion upon that gentleman's character or 
personal integrity, and his selection of 
Mr. Weed is due to a desire to place up- 
on the board a man of broad knowledge 
and. as the Governor believes, ability to 
cope with the problems that come before 
the commission in a spirit which will 
command for that body the confidence of 
the public.*' 

Conducting a Newspaper 

Frederick H. Howland of the Provi- 
dence Tribune addressed the Warren 
(R. I.) Men's Club a few evenings ago. 
Among other things he said : “A news- 
paper is a business proposition. It is 
getting out a product and selling it for 
money. Its conduct is governed by the 
law of supply and demand. Xo paper 
can succeed on any other basis, and no 
paper that is not successfully conducted 
on these principles can exert that influ- 
ence which every good paper wishes to 
exert. Xews is its raw material; its fin- 
ished product is news that has been 
gathered, arranged, according to its 
true proportions, printed in its proper 
place and, where its importance war- 
rants it. explained.*' 

He then described the departments of 
a newspaper and told how important the 
business management has become. In 
this connection he said "the business 
manager is the keystone of the arch. A 
newspaper has become such a compli- 
cated organism that no one man can 
possibly keep track of the details of all 
its departments.*' 

Mr. Howland spoke of the practical 
side of Newspaper work, but said : ”1 do 
not know of any business where the 
practical and ideal come into such close 
contact." The value of the news depart- 
ment was touched upon, and also the 
modern editorial page. Its scope and in- 
fluence were contrasted with the an- 
cient editorial pages. Regarding this 
phase of newspaper work, the speaker 
said : "The readers of the old time papers 
looked to the editorial pages for their 
I opinions on all leading topics of inter- 
est ; nowadays they look to it to have 
the more important news of the world 
explained to them, the various sides of 
controverted questions presented to 
them, so that they can easily reach their 
own conclusions, which quite often dif- 
fer from the conclusions of the editorial: 
writer. , 

The speaker referred to the import- 
ance of honesty aud the difficulty that 
any newspaper man will find in keeping 
his position or making the most of his 
opportunities if he is not honest and re- 
liable. He said that a newspaper man's 
daily training taught him to guage the 
true proportions of the facts and that 
in doing so it was inevitable that he 
should acquire the capacity to size up 
persons. Said lie "such and such a man 
might be an extremely important per- 
son in his own estimation, but there 
would be uokpdy in a newspaper office 
of his community from the office boy up 
who would have any illusions about him. 
Their knowledge of his shortcomings 
would often he concealed out of consid- 
eration for his feelings, but the value of 
his words ami his actions would be 
known with absolute accuracy." 

Speaking of the importance of keep- 
ing in touch with the man in the street, 
he said that it was necessary for a paper 
to be conversant with everv-day inter- 
ests and that the man in the street 
could make or unmake a paper. “Xot 
the least important qualification of 3 
newspaper man." said he, “is that he 
have a sense of humor and to bear ir* 
mind at all times Rule 5, ‘Don't take 
vou r self too damned seriously."'— 
l‘rc»s and Fruiter.

The Committee in charge of the pro- 
posed purchase of the Claflin homestead 
through private subscriptions has ac- 
quired at a cost of $20,000 the first in- 
stalment of the property. This instalment 
consists of 279.881 feet — about 6 1-2 acres 
of land in Newtonville, having a front- 
age of 480 feet on Elm Road and 521 
feet on Lowell Avenue, and having an 
average depth from Elm Road of about 
500 feet. 

This Committee desires to convey this 
land to the City, to be held for the pur- 
poses for which its purchase has been 
made, namely, for use as a Newton High 
School Athletic Field and for such other 
uses as may from time to time have the 
joint approval of the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen, the School Committee and 
the Newton High School Athletic Com- 
mittee. 

We ask to be informed whether the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen will on 
behalf of the City accept this Field. If 
the gift is accepted, we will cause appro- 
priate deed of conveyance to the City to 1 
be submitted to the City Solicitor for ap- 
proval and delivery. 

Meantime we are proceeding with the 
subscriptions required to effect the pur- 
chase of that portion of the Claflin 
homestead which fronts on Walnut 
Street and extends back to this first in- 
stalment.

The following protest of the School 
Committee to the Manning lot for the 
proposed Nonantum School was filed : 
Ordered, 

That this Committee having been in- 
formally notified that the public works 
committee is still favorably considering 
the Manning lot as the site for the pro- 
posed new school house in Nonantum, 
desires to report to the Board of Aider- 
men that it disapproves of the Manning 
lot. In the opinion of this committee the 
lot does not meet the educational needs 
of the Nonantum section: It is not large 
enough to permit of any play ground, a 
much needed adjunct to a new school 
building in Nonantum, ami it is directly 
on a busy thoroughfare. The Commit- 
tee is informed that on the Stearns prop- 
erty nearly three times as much land can 
be bought at a somewhat less total cost.

Newton Club. 

The popular outdoor promenade con- 
certs of the Newton Club were brought 
to a successful close last evening. Again 
the grounds were well filled by many of 
the best known residents of this city as 
well as by guests from Boston and 
Brookline. A band gave an excellent 
program of selections from well known 
operas. The concert numbers were in- 
tersperced with dancing. The grounds 
were brilliant with colored electric 
lights. Previous to the concert there 
were a number of dinner parties at the 
clubhouse. 


Asphysiated. 

Inhaling gas by mistake at a house 
where she was visiting on Lake avenue, 
Newton Centre, Mrs. May E. Pitman, 
wife of Fred H. Pitman of Somerville, 
died from asphyxiation last Thursday. 
Medical Examiner George L. West was 
called to investigate the case, and he 
pronounced death due to an accident. 
She was 32 years old. Mrs. Pitman 
was born in Portland, Me., a daughter 
of Irving J. Brown. The remains were 
taken to Somerville, where the funeral 
was held. The burial was in Beverly 
cemetery at Beverly. 

Star Route Abolished. 

A “star” mail route, the last in this 
city, was discontinued under peculiar 
circumstances at Newton Upper Falls 
last Saturday evening. Because no one 
could be found to transport the mails 
from the Eliot railroad station on the 
circuit branch to the Upper Falls postal 
station at a satisfactory price the work 
was on Monday morning turned over to 
the Newton street railway system. 

This primative route was for many 
years conducted by the late George H. 
Chambers, one of the best known char- 
acters at the Upper Falls. Under his 
care the service was prompt and satis- 
factory. Venerable Mr. Chambers was 
content to carry the few mails a day 
back and forth from the station to the 
office for the sum of $550 a year. When 
he was found dead in bed at a ripe old 
age a few weeks ago no one could be 
found willing to take up the work of 
carrying the mails. The work was tem- 
porarly assumed by his son, Charles W. 
Chambers of Circuit avenue. 

The postoffice department advertised 
for bids but none of those received were 
considered by the authorities in the de- 
partment at Washington, much less ac- ! 
ceptcd. The lowest bid was around $900, 
while the price paid to the late Mr. 
Chambers had for many years been $550 
annually. 

Several persons were urged to make 
what the department would probably 
consider a reasonable bid but no one 
would do so. It was thought by some 
that the department would not consider 
any movement to discontinue the old 
star route, and that someone might just 
as well receive a good, round sum an- 
nually for doing the work. The railroad 
station is situated less than a mile away 


from the postal station at the Upper 
Falls. The work of transporting the 
pouches could easily have been accom- 
plished as a side line by anyone having 
a horse and wagon. The late Mr. Cham- 
bers conducted it as a side issue for 
many years, although he practically 
made his living from the proceeds of the 
route. After trying for some weeks to 
find someone willing to carry a few 
mails a day as some price near the a- 
mount paid the late Mr. Chambers the 
department finally decided to abandon 
the overland route. This was done on 
Saturday night. 

Beginning on Monday morning the 
pouches for Newton Upper Falls arrived 
at Newton Highlands by train. From 
there they were taken to the Upper Falls 
on the electrics. It is stated that the 
mails will be received at their destina- 
tion as quickly as before, and that the 
department will make a saving of several 
hundred dollars a year by the new ar- 
rangement.

WASHINGTON LETTER 

Washington, D. C., June 30, 6 . 

Congress and the President arc taking 
leave of eacli other in a much better 
frame of mind than could have been ex- 
pected from their meeting last year. 
There has been a conflict of strong per- 
sonalities and both sides have won their 
points to a certain degree while the pub- 
lic on the whole has been the gainer. 
The President has managed to force 
through certain legislation that he de- 
lieved was needed and that there was 
serious doubt if Congress would stand. 
He has removed the poslmasterships 
from the realm of federal patronage and 
thus done more than any other president 
ever dared to do to antagonize the indi- 
vidual members who looked on these 
offices as the last remnant of tile fast 
disappearing currency with which to pay 
political debts, 

lie lias forced through the rate bill, 
and while they may be some features of 
the measure that could be improved and 
doubtless will be improved in time, it is 
vastly in advance of no legislation at 
all, and that was what was looked for a 
fortnight before congress met. The 
Free Alcohol Bill has gone through, 
promising to help the farmers of the 
whole country ami to help the public 
greatly against one form of fuel extor- 
tion. The Statehood Bill lias been a 
compromise but has brought satisfac- 
tion and dignity to two commonwealths 
and would have brought it to four but 
for the unreasonable opposition to the 
measure in Congress. The Pure Food 
Bill is a law and meat inspection has 
been added where it was sorely needed 
and where the public did not even sus- 
pet that the need existed. 

Altogether it lias been a most notable 
congress and one that will necessarily go 
down in history as a monument to the 
forceful personality of the executive 
aside from the personal triumph of the 
Peace Conference and numerous other 
smaller matters, any one of which would 
have been enough to make an adminis- 
tration notable. 

While one is looking over the retro- 
spect, it is as well to take note of the 
remarkable series of national scandals ^ 
and exposurers, all of which, the ex- | 
posurers at least, were more or less due ; 
to the fearless initiative of the Presi- 
dent. It was the most deplorable series 
of public scandals that a nation lias ever 
suffered, but it was infinitely better that 
the evils should come out than that they 
should eat at the national life in secret. 

There were first of all the postal scan- 
dals. They were more than half sus- 
pected by those "in the know” before 
official attention was ever called to them. 
But when they were once brought to the 
attention of the President, the word was 
passed that they were to be ferreted out 
without fear or favor and this was done, 
resulting in more than a score of prose- 
cutions and half as many jail sentences 
while the end of the legal proceedings 
is not yet. But the Department itself 
is cleansed and chastened as a depart- 
ment seldom has been before. 

The crop report exposures followed 
with remarkable swiftness resulting in 
an entire reorganization of that branch 
of the Department of Agriculture. The 
awakening of the public conscience was 
helped by the insurance exposures in 
New York which while not directly un- 
der federal supervision, were along the 
line of the same work. Then there were 
the inquiries into the Beef Combine by 
the Bureau of Corporations, resulting 
in the famous "immunity bath” l.ircc 
and then the swifter and more remark- 
able exposures of the Neill- Reynolds re- 
port. Side by side with these were the 
investigation of the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission into combinations of the coal 
and oil carrying roads and these like 
the others will he followed by a series 
of prosecutions that have already been 
outlined and that promise to be very ef- 
fective in their execution. 

It may be stated that the good results 
coming from these investigations and 
prosecutions are more indirect than di- 
rect. The mere knowledge that the law 
was on its track was enough to force 
the dissolution of the Paper Trust. The 
coal roads have already begun an in- 
ternal overhauling on their own account 
now that they find the public knows how 
how rotten were some of their condi- 
tions. 

The suits against the Tohicco Trust 
have already resulted in some good to 
the industry at large and it may he taken 
for granted that no corporation mana- 
gers are going to venture very far in- 
side the penitentiary when they know 
that there is a watchful eye ami a ready 
hand to shut the door on them it they 
trespass over the line. 

The rumor oil Friday that there was 


a pc nihility of Congress adjourning oti 
Filthy night, brought a crowd of visi- 
ters to tile White House to say good 
bye to the President before the Cabinet 
meeting, ami a special train was held in 
readiness at the Depot to take him to 
Oyster Bay even if it were late at night 
before Congress finished up the session. 

The President has earned a good va- 
cation if ever an executive has and 
while there is not the urgent need of it 
that there would lie in the case of a man 
who was not about as delicate and frag- 
ile as a grizzly hear, Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self will welcome the change and the 
chance to get once more to out of door 
life and to work off sonic of the tlesh 
that has accumulated during the winter 
in Washington in spite of his constant 
tennis playing, walking and horseback 
riding. There will lie an effort to keep 
just as much work from him as possible 
while he is at Sagamore Hill. But 
there is a certain amount of routine and 
special work that the President has to 
do even in summer, and the modest lit- 
tle executive office at Oyster Bay has 
been all fixed up in readiness for his 
coming and will in all probability sec 
a considerable amount both of personal 
and public work done before the summer 


Mrs. Barnes Dead 

Mrs. Louisa Pierce Barnes, who re- 
sided for many years at Newton High- 
lands and who, six years ago, came into 
considerable prominence by marrying 
Dr. Charles VI. Barnes at the age of 75, 
died Tuesday morning at Milton. 

Mrs. Barnes hail property to the value 
of about $30,000 at the time of her mar- 
riage, but trouble developed over the 
money. The climax came in 1904 when 
the venerable bride sought and obtained 
a divorce from her youthful spouse on 
the ground of cruelty. 

For a number of months afterward 
Mrs. Barnes was critically' ill. She at 
that time made her home temporarily 
with Mr. and Mrs. Alfred H. Green- 
wood of Lincoln street, Newton High- 
lands, and the late Mrs. Greenwood after 
many weeks nursed her back to some- 
thing like her former health. The aged 
woman then moved back to the old 
homestead on Center street, near Wal- 
nut, and here she lived until ashort time 
ago, when she moved to Milton. 

To many of the old residents of New- 
ton Highlands and Newton Center the 
woman was known for many years as I 
Louisa Pierce. The community was as- 
tonished in 1900 hv the news of her 
marriage to Dr. Charles H. Barnes, a 
man but half her age and who had 
boarded with her for a few weeks. Rela- 
tives sought to prevent the marriage hut 
were unsuccessful as word was received 
from Newlmrg, N. Y., May 33. 1900, 

stating that the marriage had been 
quietly performed by a Baptist clergy- 
man of that place. 

Presently Barnes returned to Newton 
alone and opened the home. To all in- 
quiries he replied that his wife was vis- 
iting relatives, was well and happy, and 
would return soon, lie bought an auto- 
mobile, disported himself about the 
town elsewhere. 

By testimony in the subsequent di- 
vorce case, however, it appeared that 
she was confined under lock and key in 
a room in a fiat occupied by Barnes' 
parents in Newlmrg. VI ere she was kept, 
worn, sick, feeble and worried by the 
report constantly brought by her hus- 
band’s people that her relatives were 
seeking to put her into an insane asy- 
lum. 

In August Barnes brought her back, 
after having succeeded in getting pos- 
session of the homestead and all her 
other property except $1000, which Wil- 
liam M. Noble, afterward her counsel, 
succeeded in preventing his getting. 

Mr. Noble then sought to have a con- 
servator appointed. Barnes was then in 
California, but be ilew back to Massa- 
chusetts, and by threats and pleading 
cajoled his wife to lice with him. 

After some months Barnes a ml bis 
wife were discovered in a Providence 
hotel, where the entire Barnes family 
were domiciled. Mr. Barnes had Mrs. 
Barnes apparently under absolute men- 
tal control. A communication was re- 
ceived, signed by .Mrs. Barnes, request- 
ing that the proceedings in court lie 
stopped, and as she hail again disap- 
peared and could not he produced in 
court, the petition for a conservator was 
dismissed. 

Nothing more was heard of Mrs. 
Barnes nor her youthful husband until 
in March, ujoj. Barnes had opened ele- 
gant offices in Los Angeles, and his wife 
was confined in a woodshed adjoining 
a cottage at Qccau beach, where Barnes 
had established his parents as guardians. 

Finally Mrs. Barnes was brought home 
and begged her friends to obtain a di- 
vorce for her, and a libel was filed in 
November, 1903, and hearings were had 
ill the Middlesex eotm in 11)03. The 
most sensational testimony was pre- 
sented, showing cruellies and neglect of 
the most woful character. 

Finally, ill February, 0x14, a decree 
nisi again>t the husband was entered, 
ami this was made absolute the follow- 
ing August an a portion of Iter lormcr 
properly has been recovered through the 
exertions of her counsel Mr. Win. M 
Noble of Newton Centre.

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A QUIET FOURTH 


The Weather Conditions Discourage 
Noise 


Full Account of Celebrations All Over the City — No 
Accidents of Any Importance 


In many respects, Wednesday was a I 
notable Fourth of July in Newton. In 
the first place, the weather conditions 
served to keep down the excessive cbul- J 
lition of the small boy and his older 
brothers and it was the quietest night 
before we have ever experienced. Then 
again the fire department had but one 
cad and that for a very trivial fire. But 
one accident, attributable to the Fourth 
was reported, and last but not least, 
Newton really celebrated the day with 
enthusiastic programs at Newton Centre 
and Xonantum and with a notable ex- 
hibition of fireworks at the Brae Burn 
Country Club. Detailed reports of the 
various events of the day follow:— 

NEWTON CENTRE. 

Threatening weather put no damper 
on the celebration of the Fourth at 
Newton Center. The fun began in the 
morning and lasted until late in the eve- 
ning. a wide range of events being pro- 
vided. 

One of the principal features of the 
morning was a baseball game between 
the married and single men. This took 
place on the playground off Center 
street and brought out some of the old- 
time players and an enthusiastic gallery 
of spectators. The married men were 
captained by George F. Spaulding and 
the single men by T. B. Plimpton. 
There was no lack of brilliant plays, but 
the single men proved to be the visitors 
after a hard struggle by a score of 12 to 
9. The teams were lined up as follows: 

Single Men— Harwood catch, Walsh 
pitch, Paul ist base, F. Ely 2d base, 
Clapp short stop, Blaisdell 3d base, T. 
B. Plimpton left field. Rand center field 
and Rowan right field. 

Married Men— Andrews catch, Spauld 
ing pitch.

Bowen left field, Rand center field and 
Dewing right field.

Plimpton, 0-6, 6-3, 6-2. 

Doubles — X. W. Niles and I. W. 
Wright beat C, F. Johnson and II. C. 
Johnson, 8-6, 6-8, 8-6. 

The courts were too wet for cham- 
pionship playing, but these players nev- 
ertheless put up an excellent exhibition 
before a good sized gallery. 

Fireworks from a float in the center of 
Crystal Lake, together with band con- 
certs, attracted many hundreds of resi- 
dents and visitors to the shores of the 
lake throughout the evening. The fire- 
works display was one of the best seen 
here in a number of years. Precautions 
were taken so that the entire collection 
of rockets and set pieces were not acci- 
dentally set off simultaneously as they 
were a year ago. The band gave an en- 
joyable concert of popular selections. 

The expenses of the all-day celebra- 
tion were met by popular subscription.

With a monster 
bonfire which was touched off at mid- 
night on the “night before" the day was 
ushered in appropriately at the very 
start. Working jointly in carrying out 
tlie lengthy program, the Nouantum Vil- 
lage Improvement society and the No- 
nuiitum Boys* club provided an excellent 
entertainment. 

There was more noise in Xonantum 
than in .the other villages of Newton 
combined. The big bonfire was followed 
by a flag raising at 8 A. Nl. in front of 
the clubhouse of the Improvement so- 
ciety. The tlag was thrown to the breeze 
by Miss Helen Doherty, 8 years old.

The 
spectators quickly realized that this was 
meant to represent the unprintable 
phrases which inexperienced golfers are 
sometimes prone to use after making a 
mistake at a critical moment. The figure 
of the man shook with anger and finally 
exploded into a shower of stars. This 
piece was one of the largest and most 
complicated shown.

It was pulled up 
to the top of the lofty pole during the 
night by boys. It was removed Wednes- 
day morning. 

No little comment was caused in West 
Newton Wednesday when William L. 
Haynie, a painter, displayed British and 
Cuban flags from his house, 22 Colum- 
bus place. The presence of these flags 
and the absence of any national flag 
caused considerable feeling. It was Inter 
stated that Mr. Haynie Uid not display 
the flags in any spirit of disrespect to the 
stars and stripes. 

The fire department was called out hut 
once on Wednesday, when box 117 was 
pulled in because a telephone pole on 
Channing street was aflame. The dam- 
age was trifling, the fire being caused by 
a roman candle igniting a bird's nest on 
the pole. 

Only one accident was reported during 
the day, John E. McKenzie of High 
street, Upper Falls, aged 15, son of Of- 
ficer McKenzie of the police force, while 
setting off some cannon crackers about 
7 A. M. in some way set fire to two six 
inch crackers which he was carrying in 
an inside coat pocket.

No Insurance. 

The summer home of Mr. and Mrs. 
English Sparrow and family, situated in 
a telephone pole at the corner of Wash- 
ington street and enter place, was de- 
stroyed by fire about 9 last night. The 
blaze was started by a sky rocket set 
off by some Italians who were celebrat- 
ing the Fourth of July. An alarm from 
box 1 17 brought out the fire aparatus, 
but the firemen were unable to save the 
home of the Sparrow family. The home 
was a total loss, there 'being no in- 
surance.

By the time they discovered 
it high u]i on the telephone pole the 
nest was a wreck and the cable box was 
scorched. A stream from a hand chem- 
ical quickly put out the fire. This was 
the only alarm of fire sounded in this 
city during the Fourth or the night be- 
fore.

John Adams Dead. 

By the death of John Adams last Fri- 
day in Westboro, this city lost one of 
its best known railroad men. Death 
came after a long illness, the primary 
cause of which was brights disease. Mr. 
Adams had been removed to the West- 
boro insane hospital only two days pre- 
viously from the Newton hospital. It is 
thought that the journey to Westboro, 
although made with every precaution, 
hastened the man’s death. 

Mr. Adams was born in Northbridge 
and at an early age entered the employ 
of the old Boston &: Albany railroad. 
He was popular and by strict attention 
to business quickly rose to the position 
of conductor. This position he held 
more than a score of years. The last 10 
years of his service he was conductor on 
a number of the fast through trains run- 
ning between Boston and Albany. He 
made his home for many years on Mel- 
rose street, Auburndale. 

it was about a dozen years ago that 
his wife died shortly after the birth of a 
daughter. The child lived to be 9 years 
old, when it was one day found dead on 
the barn floor, having fallen from the 
loft while at play. This is believed to 
have affected the father's mind, for he 
never seemed the same afterward. 

Bcoming afflicted a few years ago with 
brights disease, he was forced after a 
few months to give up employment. 
About four months ago his condition 
became so serious that he was removed 
to the Newton hospital, and although he 
was given every possible care it was long 
feared that he could not live but a short i 
time. 

Early last week it w:is believed that 
venerable Mr. Adams was becoming 
mentally unbalanced, and on Wednesday 
an examination to determine his sanity 
was made bv City Physician Edward R. 
Utley and Dr. Putnam, his family phy- 
sician, who ordered removal to West- 
boro. 

Many of the present railroad men liv- 
ing in this city and vicinity owe much 
to the late Mr. Adams. He was always 
willings and anxious to render assist- 
ance and to advise a new man. Through ,

Literary Notes 

The midsummer number of Suburban 
Life contains a combination of practical 
and entertaining articles on subjects re- 
lating to the suburban home and out-of- 
door life in general. The leading, and 
perhaps the most important, article of 
this number is entitled ‘‘Houses Built of 
Solid Stone,” and in view of the great 
interest in the use of cement for house 
building, it is likely to prove of more 
than passing consideration. Another 
valuable contribution is from the pen of 
J. Horace McFarland, and is entitled 
"The Camera in Summer.” Written in 
Mr. McFarland's humorous vein, the 
amatuer camerist is shown the reason 
for many of his non- successes in picture 
making. Another delightfully humor- 
ous article in this issue is written by Mr. 
Edward H. Forbush on “The Farmer 
Versus the Crow.” This is told in the 
form of a debate, the crow pleading for 
himself in the first part of the article, 
the farmer stating his case in part two, 
and the crow putting in a rebuttal. This 
unique article is supplemented by a 
poem, written by Holman F. Day, “The 
Song of the Scarecrows." The gro- 
tesque illustrations will provoke many 
a laugh. The articles on the various 
breeds of dogs that have already appear- 
ed in Suburban Lite have received much 
valuable comment, and in this number a 
paper on the collie, written by the noted 
dog expert, Harry \V. Lacy, is likely to 
prove as interesting as the preceding ar- 
ticles, the collie being one of the most 
popular breed of dogs for the suburban 
home. 

The July McClure’s is a good, hearty 
and satisfying literary meal — some good 
articles on new things the world is do- 
ing, some important ones on vital topics 
of the day, and a good share of brisk 
and entertaining stories; the whole well 
served with attractive illustrations, many 
in colors. 

Ray Stannard Baker’s ‘‘New Music 
for An Old,” describing Dr. Thaddeus 
Cahill's marvelous instrument for pro- 
ducing music by electricity, the dynamo- 
phone, is full of suggestion and interest 
for both the musically and scientifically 
inclined. We * ave had many superficial 
descriptions of the San Francisco earth- 
quake, but Henry Anderson Latler’s 
record of experiences and the impres- 
sions in "My Sixty Sleepless Hours” 
writen on the spot, and at the time of 
the fire, touches the real heart of the 
event. The beginnings of the corrupt 
methods that resulted in the recent in- 
surance scandals are interestingly shown 
by Burton J. Hendrick in the third in- 
stalment of the “Story of Life-Insur- 
ance” in which lie tells the career of 
Henry Baldwin Hyde, the founder of 
the Equitable. The ninth instalment of 
Carl Schurz's “Reminiscences of a Long 
Life” contains some interesting impres- 
sions of .Mazxini, the Italian patriot, and 
Kossuth, the Hungarian. Kipling's 
sturdy and imaginative stories of Old 
England continue with the life of Par- 
nesius, the Roman legionary, telling how | 
he was given command of the forces on 1 
the Great Wall and fought successfully I 
“The Winged Hats” (the Danes). Noit- 
motorists ami perhaps experts as well 
will have their first motoring sensations 
brought back to them vividly and amus- 
ingly by Julian Street's “My Enemy — 
the Motor.” Janies Hopper has a story 
of tile Philippines, “Cuybigan” which is 
full of color and power. “The Gener- 
ous Mr, Dean,” by Abby Meguire 
Roach, is an amuMiig character story 
with a little moral in its tail ami “The 
Slil] of Bally wan,” by Stella F. Wynne, 
is full of tine ! rif.1i wit. At the Top of 
the Road,” by H. B. Going and "The 
1 1 nine Wind,” are poem.-, worth reading 
and remembering. Andre Castigne's 
pictures for the Kipling tale are >torics

everything the name implies.” In “One 
of the Crowd," by Roscoc Brumbaugh, 
the reader is shown how many New 
Yorkers spend their Sundays on the 
fishing bunks. Another handsomely il- 
lustrated article, far removed in theme 
from the foregoing vet equally as inter- 
esting. is "Camping in the High Sierra", 
by Madeline Z. Doty; it has to do with 
all the trips of the celebrated Sierra 
Club of California. “Yachting in the 
Northwest," by F. M. Kelly, is a superb- 
ly illustrated article which will appeal to 
all lovers of boating, and for the men 
and women who like to take long hunt- 
ing and fishing trips in the wilderness 
James Leddy Pcquinot's “Guides, 
White and Brown,” will have much in- 
terest ; the photographs are of typical 
wilderness guides. Two other stories of 
interest to sportsmen with experience 
in wilderness life arc “An Outing in 
Acadia," or Nova Scotia from a Canoe, 
by Allen J. Henry, and "The Wilderness 
Virgin,” by Sid Howard, narrating the 
author's experiences on a trout-fishing 
expedition to an undiscovered forest 
lake. “Hill-Country Homing Places,” by 
Howard Green, is intended to incite 
Americans to save for themselves sum- 
mer retreats in the forests that yet re- 
main, and suggests a feasible clubbing 
plan. Two very good informational ar- 
ticles on fishing are "Bass-Fishing in 
Wisconsin," by Don Cameron, and “A 
Matter of Muscalonge,” by Harry L. 
Means. “An American Sport for Ameri- 
cans," by G. M. Richards, will surely 
increase the interest in the ancient and 
excellent game of lacrosse; the illustra- 
tions, from photographs of a game be- 
tween the varsity teams of Columbia 
and Pennsylvania, have a deal of “go" 
in them. “The Art of Camping," by 
Charles A. Bramble, is to be a scries of 
practical articles, and the first two chap- 
ters appear in this number. “To Grand 
Lake by Team,” by J. W. Copeland, re- 
lates a trip in a camping wagon in Col- 
orado, and "The Athens World’s Ath- 
letic Meet,” by Milton E. Townc, and

During the next eleven years he was 
Hancock professor of Hebrew, and Dex- 
ter lecturer of Biblical literature. From 
1880 to 1892 he was pastor of the First 
Parish Church, Waltham, when he re- 
tired from active work. 

Iti 1859 lie was married in Newton to 
Mary C. Blake, who died Oct. 21, 1901. 

He inherited the scholarly, quiet tastes 
of his father and the trailitons of con- 
servative Unitarianism which gave to 
the early life of our churches in Boston 
a singular charm little appreciated in 
these days of hustling and bustling. Dr. 
Young was interested in all historical 
matters, and was expert in everything 
relating to the annals of New England 
and Unitarianism. He was a fellow of 
the American Academy, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, a 
member of the American Oriental So- 
ciety, and for several years - was the 
president of the Society for the Promo- 
tion of Theological Education. For many 
years he was secretary of the Ministers' 
Club at Boston, composed of preachers 
and scholars representing four different 
denominations. While he held to the 
conservative side as a Unitarian theo- 
logian, lie believed most heartily in the 
doctrine of liberty. When Andover be- 
came more liberal than it had been, he 
was asked why, with his many agree- 
ments with the Congregational theolo- 
gians, he should not become one of their 
number. He replied that lie would not 
sign a creed, no matter how liberal it 
was, and for that reason he preferred to 
stay where he was. Since his retirement 
from active service in a parish he has 
supplied many pulpits, and greatly en- 
joyed a life of leisure and scholarly em- 
ployment. His interest in the human 
life around him was unbounded. Wher- 
ever he went, lie immediately began to 
open relations with the people with 
whom his duties brought him into con- 
tact. His ministrations were, therefore, 
so personal that hundreds will miss his 
genial presence and ministrations. — The 
Christian Register.

MORAVIAN PUDDING. 

Pare nnd core half a dozen apples or enough to fill a small pudding dish. 
Make a syrnp of one cup enrh of water and sugar, one teaspoon of lemon 
juice nnd a few gratings of the yellow peel; put in the nnples and cook very 
carefully, turning over so that the eooktng will be uniform and the apple 
remain whole. Tlace the apples in the pudding dish, fill centre of each with 
jam and boil the syrnp down until It Is quite thick, then pout' over the ap- 
ples. Put strips of the nnste across the top in lattice fashion and lay one 
round the edge to give the top n finish, and cover ends of the strips. Bake 
until the paste is crisp, drop a candled cherry over spaces in the top nnd tho 
pudding ia ready to serve. 

This Is sort of a compromise hetwoen a pudding nnd a pte nnd the quality 
or the dish will depend largely upon the nnples: those which cook o.iilckly 
nnd have a subaeld flnvor are the host, although they easily over eook nnd 
fall to pieces if not wntched. Test apples nnd potatoes when cooking with 
a small steel skewer and never with a silver fork, which will break them. 


Rev. E. J. Young. 

Dr. Edward J. Young, who was well 
known for over fifty years as a preacher 
and scholar, died last Sunday morning 
at his home, 519 Main street, Waltham, 
Mass., at the age of seventy-seven. He 
was horn in Boston, April t, 1829. He 
was the son of Dr. Alexander Young, 
formerly minister at the New South 
Church, which stood on Church Green, 
now at the centre of business in Summer 
street. He began his ministry in 1825. He 
studied in Harvard Divinity School, 
under Dr. Andrews Norton, the Dexter 
professor of sacred literature, whose 
chair was afterward occupied for eleven 
wars by his son Edward, the subject of 
this notice. He, in the home of his fa- 
ther in Boston, throughout his childhood 
and early manhood was brought into 
close relations with Channing and his 
contemporaries and successors. The life 
of Boston in those days was unlike any- 
thing to be found now. The ministers 
knew each other familiarly, exchanged 
pulpits frequently, ami enjoyed the free- 
dom of social intercourse in their own 
houses and the houses of their parish- 
ioners and friends, which has been ban- 
ished by business and what we call civ- 
ilization. 

Dr. Edward J Young was graduated 
from the Cliauncey Hall School in 1839, 
from tlie Boston Latin School in 1X44. 
and from Harvard in 1X4X. During tlie 
next two years he was an tidier in the 
Brimmer School and the i’ublic Latin 
School, and prepared boy.-, for advanced 
landing in college. 

lie attended Harvard Divinity School 
from 1850 to 1X52, and then went to 
Germany, where he studied at the Uni- 
versity of Goettingen and of Malle, lie 
was there from 1X54 to 1X56. 

Returning to this country in 1X57, lie 
became the pastor of the Channing 
Church, Newton, and served until 1X69.

Mr. Anthony was one of the few re- 
maining old time wood engravers. A 
score of years ago he was widely known 
among the wood engravers of Boston.

Mr. Anthony had come to this 
city for a stay of a number of weeks 
with his son-in-law and family. 

Tlie funeral was held yesterday morn- 
ing at Mt. Auburn. The remains were 
cremated.

In Memoriam. 

Mr. Antos C. Judkins of Central ave- 
nue, Newtonville, died on June 4, after 
a short illness at the Newton Hospital. 
Deceased was a native of Norway, 
Maine, where lie was born 69 years ago. 
In 1866 he cantc to Boston and estab- 
lished himself in the wagon business, 
continuing in the same about 34 years. 
Six years ago, he changed to easier. bus- 
iness in which he continued till his death. 

During the 31 years he had lived in 
Newtonville, many changes had been 
wrought in that section of the city. Al- 
ways ready with his time, money, 
strength and energy,’ he has done more 
pehaps for the improvement of his ward 
than any other one man. During the 
hard working years of which the Con- 
gregational church stands as ft record, 
he was one of the building committee, 
doing good work as such, and also ren- 
dering valuable aid in the necessary ne- 
gotiations of church property. He was 
the first man who paid on the spot his 
contribution towards the money for the 
church lot. His pledge towards * the 
first thousands that assured the begin- 
ning of the building, was as promptly 
paid. Through his energy the uninvit- 
ing section of land on Crafts street was 
converted into the fine residential quar- 
ter it now is. It was through his con- 
tribution and his soliciting of others 
that we have the foot bridge over the 
railroad. 

In his youth, as a strong, ambitious, 
kind hearted, country boy, lie early be- 
came tlte staff of a feeble father, which 
devotion was never lessened until his 
father died in his arms. When he made 
a home for himself, he gave to those 
dear to him, a beautiful devotion, born 
of unselfishness, willing self sacrifice 
and the purest love. Truly is the home 
of his loved ones left unto them deso- 
late. He leaves a widow and one daugh- 
ter, both of whom were in Europe ready 
to sail for home at the time of his death. 
The remains were placed in the receiv- 
ing vault at the Newton cemetery until 
his family returned front abroad. The 
funeral services were held June 24 at 
the Cemetery chapel.

SPONGE CAKE WITH OKBAM GARNISH. 

Before making this cake butter a pan having a centre tube, then sprinkle 1 
with flour; turn the pan over and with one sharp rap shake out all the flour 
that does not stick to the butter. Beet the yolks of four eggs until they grow 
thick and light colored then gradually odd one cun of fine granulated sugar 
and bent two minutes by the clock. Now stir in three tablespoous of water. 
Put one and one-half level tablespoons of corn starch Into a half pint measur- 
ing cup and fill the cup with flour that has been sifted light; sift again with 
one and one-half level teaspoons of bnking powder, a quarter teaspoon of 
salt, and add to the other mixture. When well stirred together put in the 
whites o( four eggs beaten until stiff aud a teaspoon of lemon extract. Do 
not beat after the whites of the eggs hnve been carefully mixed in because it 
will tend to let the air out which has already been benten in and upon which 
the lightness of the cake depends. Have th© oven moderate and bake thirty 
to thirty -five minutes, according to Bhape of pan and slight variation of heat 

The crisp ornst of a sponge cake is often ns inviting as a frosting, so for 
a change just before serving slip three or four white carnations into the 
opening and surround the base of the cake with spoonfuls of beaten cream.

It may take nine 
shore tailors to make a mini, hut one on 
shipboard often turns out very credita- 
ble specimens.

A Wild Tale. 

Because it was believed that he could 
he better educated and cared for in a 
home, Malcolm L. Collins, 14 years old, 
who had lived for sonic months with an 
uncle, Daniel Collins at 316 California 
street, Nonantuni, was last Saturday 
turned over to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children by the 
local police. 

The boy told a wild tale of harsh 
treatment by his uncle to the Newton 
police and to the officers of the society. 
He showed some bruises on Ins body 
and said that his uncle had severely beat- 
en him time and again, burned his chest 
with a hot poker and once strung him 
up with a rope hitched around his 
ankles. 

Acting under the orders of Chief of 
Police Mitchell, patrolman McNeil of 
division 3 of this city made an investi- 
gation of the case. As a result of this 
investigation the police placed no credit 
in the sensational stories told by the 
boy. They nevertheless had him turned 
over to the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children with a sugges- 
tion that he be placed in the House of 
the Angel Guardian on Vernon street, 
Boston. 

The boy told the officers of the So- 
ciety on Monday that his mother died 
four years ago and that his father pass- 
ed away a year ago last March. Since 
that time, he added, he had wandered 
about, but most of the time had made 
his home with an uncle in Nonantum, 
the man whom he charged with having 
terribly punished him. 

About a fortnight ago the boy was 
found swimming in a stream near No- 
nantum by Samuel Gove, the 16-ycar 
old son of Mrs. B. T. Gove of Church 
street. The boy listened to the lad’s 
talc. Taking pity upon him he took him 
home. Mrs. Gove fed the lad and gave 
him some clean clothes. The boy re- 
mained at the house for a little less 
than a fortnight. He said that he had 
secured employment in Watertown and 
each morning he would go away after 
breakfast and return late in the after- 
noon. 

It was later found by the police that 
the boy had not been working, but had 
put in his days playing about the streets 
and fighting with other children. In 
fact, it is believed by the authorities 
here that the boy received about all his 
bruises in fights with other lads. 

Tuesday the story of the boy’s par- 
ents was investigated. It was found, it 
was stated, that the lad’s father did not 
die a year ago last March, but that he 
moved to Woonsocket, R. I., where he 
followed the same vocation which he 
had followed in this city, that of a 
plumber. It is said the boy ran away 
from his home in that place. 

At one time the lad had been an in- 
mate of the Working Boys Home at 
Newton Highlands. The lad’s uncle 
stoutly denied, when asked by a reporter 
if they were true, the talcs of fierce 
punishments alleged to have been in- 
flicted by him. Chief of Police Mitchell 
says that he believes there is no case 
upon which to prosecute the uncle, for 
he is confident that the boy did not tell 
the truth.

Notwithstanding the sugar coat of a 
playground with which the new school 
house site at Nonantum was painted, 
the fact remains that this Crescent street 
lot is about the worst location in the en- 
tire village for school purposes. The 
land on Crescent street is too low for 
such a building and the higher land at 
the rear has been used for stable and 
even worse purposes for many years. In 
addition a building on this Jiighcr land 
will come close up to the building lots 
on Watertown street, with the possibility 
of the rear view of business blocks and 
tenement houses in the future. The offer 
of land far a playground adjoining the 
proposed school is most generous, of 
course, and yet we have heard rumors 
that the donor would have been willing 
to have given land adjoining other sites, 
notably on the Bern is estate, with equal 
readiness. It seems a great pity that 
such an improvement as a new school 
building will make to Nonantum, is to 
have its beauty hidden in a backyard lot. 


We noticed a public spirited citizen 
the other evening at midnight, tndus- 
triously engaged in killing the brown 
tailed moths flittering around the elec- 
tric lights. Brookline has started a cru- 
sade in this direction by placing sticky 
paper on its electric light poles for the 
purpose of catching these moths. The 
idea is worthy of consideration by our 
moth department. 

The County Commissioners are busily 
engaged in making the apportionment 
of representatives of the County. It is 
rumored that Newton and Weston will 
be made a joint district with three rep- 
resentatives. There are plenty of argu- 
ments to justify the demand that New- 
ton be given three representatives by 
itself but the Commissioners have many 
things to consider in making this ap- 
portionment. 

The session of the aldermen oh Mon- 
day evening was notable from the fact 
that gifts of land for athletic purposes 
on the Claflin estate and adjoining the 
proposed school lot on Crescent street 
for playground purposes were made to 
the city. Our public spirited citizens are 
coming to the front. 

The revocation of the sixth class li- 
quor license of a man now confined in 
the House of Correction for violation 
of its provisions, should have occurred 
some weeks ago. The delay was entire- 
ly unnecessary from a conmtonsense 
point of view; 

A reduction of over $30,000 in our 
state and metropolitan taxes for the 
current year seems to indicate that the 
tax rate will be materially reduced. 


More Automobilists Fined. 

In the municipal court Monday morn- 
ing two automobilists were arraigned 
on charges of overspeeding their ma- 
chine'. on River street. The police tes- 
tified that Louis S. Hart of Waltham 
s-etit his auto 16 mile> an hour, exceed- 
ing the limit set for River street by four 
mile.- an hour. Hart told Judge Ken- 
nedy that lie simply started up his ma- 
chine L get pa-t an electric car before 
the latter started. He was fined $5. 
Lester E. Blake was charged with mak- 
ing 22 1-2 miles an hour on the same 
thoroughfare, lie told the court that 
he did not believe his machine could 
make that speed as it had not recently 
been in good repair. He paid $lo.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

For a mid-summer meeting of the 
board of aldermen, that of Monday 
night was sufficiently interesting to sat 
isfy the most critical spectator. Rarely 
has so much important business been 
transacted at one meeting as on Monday 


night. The important question as to 
the site for the new school building at 
konantuin was settled by the purchase 
of about 2 acres of land on Crescent 
-treet and in rear of Watertown street 
from the Stearns estate and two smaller 
owners for the sum of SSooo. This mai- 
ler was clinched by the letter of ex- 
mayor Weed offering the city in behalf 
of two unknown donors some 50.000 
.square feet of land on Crescent street 
adjoining the proposed school lot. to be 
used ns a playground, and an offer to 
defray the expense of covering the 
brook which crosses the land so given. 
It is needless to say that these offers 
were accepted and incidentally the am- 
munition of those opposed to this school 
lot was drawn before it could be fired. 
Orders were adopted authorizing the 
preparation of plans for the new school 
at Nonantum to be of twelve rooms 
and a hall, and for the new school at 
Newton Highlands which will be ten 
rooms without a hall. 

The board met at 7.45 o’clock, with 
President Carter in the chair and Al- 
dermen Bowen, Day. Ellis, and Web- 
ster being the only members absent. 

Hearings were held on petition of the 
Telephone Company to locate 4 poles 
on Groveland street at which no one 
appeared. 

At the hearing on the petition of An- 
drew Davis to locate an 8 horse power 
gas engine on Church and Oakland 
streets, opposition was made by Mrs. 
A. V. Harrington who objected to the 
noise of the engine, and to the noise of 
the saw which it was to operate. Mrs. 
Godendorf of Church street said her 
husband worked nights at the state 
prison and wanted to sleep in the day 
'time. She was afraid of the noise of the 
engine. Mrs. Ashley of Oakland street 
said the noise would be a serious ob- 
jection. A long remonstrance was filed 
against granting the petition. Mr. Davis 
the petitioner told a straightforward 
story saying that he did not intend to 
create any nuisance in the neighbor- 
hood, as the engine would be placed in 
the cellar and its exhaust muffled into 
the chimney. It would not be run con- 
stantly and there would be no smoke 
or other nuisance. This building has 
always been used as a carpenter shop 
and if it. is not used by him the owner 
intends to make it into a three tene- 
ment flat. He will remove the old shed 
at the back and the engine will be fully 
100 feet from the nearest building. The 
hearing was closed and later in the 
evening the petition was granted. 

Mr. John E. Lockett objected to the 
location of one pole on Highland ave- 
nue, saying that the person whose resi- 
dence the Gas Company desired to reach 
had authorized him to object for him as 
well. This petition was subsequently 
refused. 

Mr. A. S. Kilburn objected to poles 
on Waltham street as desired by the 
Gas Light Company, saying that the 
street was beautiful with its trees and 
poles were not desired. This petition 
was also refused. 

Messrs. L. E. Luellan, G. L. Sleeper, 
W. E. Brown and Joseph Congdon ap- 
peared in favor of taking land for sew- 
ers in Rokebv Road. Pontiac Road, 
Carlton Road, and Waban venue, say- 
ing that new houses were being erected 
on their land and sewers were desired 
before they were finished. The hear- 
ing was closed. 

The bond of Charms Scipione as a 
constable with individual securities was 
received and later the board accepted 
tile report of the finance committee rec- 
ommending that such bonds should be 
given by some Surety Company rnthef 
than by individuals. 

The following offer of land for play- 
ground was referred to the Committee 
on Public Works and subsequently, on 
their favorable report it was accepted : 

Boston, July 14, 1906. 
Albert P. Carter, Esq., 

President of the Board of Aldermen. 

Newton. Mass. 

Dear Mr. Carter: 

A gentleman, who has been following 
closely the discussion in your Board of 
the proposed sites for the new school 
house in Nonantum, is greatly interest- 
ed in play ground.'. He examined for 
himself the two sites proposed, and was 
convinced that if the so called Stearns 
land on Crescent Street was chosen, by 
acquiring the adjoining vacant land on 
the west across the brook between Cres- 
cent and Allison Streets, sufficient land 
would then be available to make an ex- 
cellent play ground in connection with 
the school house lot. At his request 1 
have obtained options on this land 
which has an area of about 50000 square 
feet, and in his behalf 1 now propose to 
deed the same to the City provided the 
City will .accept the land for a play- 
ground in connection with the school 
house lot and provided also the City will 
cover the channel of the brook and 
grade the land to conform to the grade 
of Crescent Street and the Stearns land 
and thus adopt it for use as a play- 
ground. 

Mr. Farnhum lias been kind enough 
to maUe an estimate of the work requir- 
ed on the brook and grading the land 
to meet these conditions, and I annex 
I his communication. When his letter was 
written, however, he understood that 
the lot in question extended back from 
Crescent Street to the existing fence 
only. The lot which it is proposed to 
give to the City extends however, as far 
back as Allison Street, or about thirty- 
three and one half feet more, adding to 
this, extent to his estimate of the cost 


of improving the brook. 

Another gentleman learning of this 
proposition and feeling also a keen in- 
terest in providing a suitable playground 
in connection with this school site has 
requested me to say that he will be re- 
sponsible for the necessary cost of tak- 
ing care of the brook channel if the 
other gentleman’s offer is accepted. 

I regret that I cannot disclose to you 
the names of either of these gentlemen. 
In fact neither of them knows the name 
of the other and neither of them is a 
resident of Nonantum or has any per- 
sonal interest whatever in the improve- 
ment of this land or its vicinity. I wish 
to disclaim any credit whatever in ob- 
taining these offers. The proposition in 
both instances came unsolicited. I am 
glad, however, to share in a project so 
commendable to the extent of being the 
bearer of this gift to the City. I am 
confident that the genuine and generous 
public spirit which these gentlemen have 
shown in this matter will be a source 
of pride to every citizen of Newton ami 
will prove a stimulus to the already 
thoroughly aroused sense of civic obli- 
gation and interest in the welfare of the 
whole community. 

As these options are for a short period 
only, I trust that your Board may act 
on this matter at the meeting Monday 
evening.

Petition of John Dolan to remove a 
building from the Hospital grounds to 
Washington street, Lower Falls, was 
received and granted subject to approv- 
al of the Street Commissioner, Inspec- 
tor of wires and the Public Buildings 
Commissioner. Hearings were ordered 
on Sept. 10th on petitions of the Tele- 
phone Company for poles on Needham 
street, Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany to alter its tracks in Nonantum 
square, and of W. L. Grant to keep gas- 
olene at garage on Melrose street, Au- 
burndale. 

On petition of E. H. Tilton et al for 
concrete sidewalks and edgestones on 
Sumner street, under the betterment 
act, a hearing was assigned for Sept. 
10th. 

Petitions of D. A. Hayes, J. F. Rea- 
gan. Curtis Co. for wagons and permits 
to transport liquor, of Martin J. Moran 
for a minors license and of Clarence S. 
Brewster to be a weigher of coal, hay 
and grain, and measurer of wood 
and bark were granted. Petition of D. 
E. Baker to move a building to Bailey 
place and remonstrance of Higgins & 
Nickerson thereto were referred to the 
Committee on Licenses. On report of 
this committee petitions of W. Howard 
Mayer, Timothy Scanlon. John Muse, 
and W. H. Ryan to transport liquor 
were refused. 

The Public Works Committee re- 
ported favorably on purchasing the 
Stearns land on Crescent street for 
$8000 for school purposes, recommend- 
ing $500 for plans for a 12 room butld- 
ign on Crescent street recommending 
rental of the West Newton Unitarian 
Church for the Pierce kindergarten at 
$700 a year, recommending acceptance 
of gift of Claflin land and for $500 for 
payment of taxes and for grading: fav- 
orable to taking land for sewer in 
Champa avenue, favorable to sewer in 
Pulsifer street and favorable to accept- 
ance of playground on Crescent street 
and orders for these several matters 
were severally adopted that for Champa 
avenue being in form of a hearing on 
Sept. 10th. Reports from the Finance 
Committee approving of these recom- 
mendations were received. This Com- 
mittee also reported in favor of grant- 
ing $500 for Office expense Treasury 
Dept.. $23 for Office expenses Charity 
Dept and $15 for supplies for Milk In- 
spector, recommending the adoption of 
schedules of assessment for street wat- 
ering and for suppression of the gypsy 
and brown tail moth, and on several or- 
ders changing the form of temporary 
loans made by the city, and orders for 
the same were also adopted. Alderman 
Beck voted against making assess- 
ments for moth work, stating that the 
whole affair was more or less of a hum- 
bug. and the assessments nothing lmt 
blackmail. The same committee also 
recommended an appropriation of $iooo 
for a branch library at Xewtonville. 

On recommendation of the Commit- 
tee on Public Franchises the Telephone 
Company was granted leave to with- 
draw on its petition for poles on Crys- 
tal street, and the license petitions of 
John Stevenson, Michael Quinn, D. F. 
Kearney and A. L. Moriarty were also 
refused. The request of J. Klegman to 
transfer his junk license from Pine 
street to 356 Watertown street was also 
disapproved. The same Committee re- 
ported in favor of revoking the 6th 
Class liquor license of Alex. Fox, con- 
victed of selling liquor to an intoxicated 
person, and that action was unanimously 
taken. A wagon license was granted C. 
H. Keefe on favorable report of this 
committee. 

In addition to the orders previously 
mentioned these orders were also adopt- 
ed. Assigning hearing on Sept. 10 for 
discontinuing slopes on Church street: 
instructing City Treasurer not to incur 
further obligation under order author- 
izing issue of temporary loans: rescind- 
ing order authorizing issue of $100,000 
in temporary loans, authorizing issue of 
$355,000 in temporary loans in new 
form, and altering location of Union 
street. 

And at IO.14 P. M. the board ad- 
journed to Sept. 10th.

BRAISED LIVER. 

Cnlves* liver Is much more delicate than heef liver, but whichever yon 
have nonk it well in cold water, remove muscle or veins, pour boiling water 
over It nnd let stand five minutes. Drain nnd skewer Into shape. Now if 
you are skilled in the use of the larding needle you enn sew in little mnflch- 
llkc strips cut from salt pork nenr the rind where it Is firm. Or you can layj 
very thin strips of pork or bncon over the top to season it 

Fry a medium sized onion in a tablespoon of pork fat, season with a level 
teaspoon each of salt and poultry seasoning, one-quarter level teaspoon of 
pepper and pour in one cup of boiling wnter. Place the liver in a pan or 
dish that can be covered tightly, pour the seasoning over and add enough 
more boiling wnter to half fill the dish; cover nnd bake two hours, or until 
tender. Once In fifteen minutes, uncover nnd haste unless the dish and 
cover fit so closely ns to prevent evaporation of the liquid. Thicken the 
liquid In the dish with the proportion of a level tnblespoon at flour to each 
cup of liquid, cook five minutes or more nnd strain on to the platter. Gnr* 
nis h liver with lemon and parsley; serve hot

A Mountain Climb. 

Mr. Winthrop L. Carter of West 
Newton, Mass., and Mr. Heatlicotc M. 
Woolsey of New Haven reached the 
Summit House before breakfast Mon- 
day morning, having passed the night 
at Camp Crawford on Mount Jeffer- 
son. They regretted much to find that 
this once beautiful spot has suffered 
through the clearing of the forest, two 
large trees having fallen on the kitchen 
roof and crushed it in. The path is also 
in very bad condition. Their rest was 
disturbed by hedgehogs, four of which 
they killed in the course of the night. 
After their pleasant walk over the range 
to the Summit they went down by the 
Mount Pleasant path; arranging by long 
distance telephone to meet Mr. J. R. 
Carter’s brake on the state road and to 
return to the Mount Washington and 
Jefferson Highlands. 

Mr. Carter, with Mr. S. R. Overall of 
St. Louis, made a spring trip from Port- 
land to the mountains and walked up the 
track from the Base on Sunday, May 6. 
While resting in the old house near the 
Gulf a furious snowstorm came up and 
they wisely started to go down. But 
the storm broke before they had gone 
far and they turned around and made 
the top without difficulty. The view 
was magnificent, the Northern Peaks 
resembling Swiss summits in tl^eir win- 
try garb. A snow drift in front of the 
hotel enabled them to walk to the eaves 
of the house. Going down they found 
the snow too deep to walk on alongside 
of Jacob’s Ladder and had all the ex- 
citement they wanted in getting down 
the icy trestle. 

During Monday's walk over the range 
Mr. Woolsey was interested in making 
comparisons with other mountains which 
he had climbed both in this country and 
abroad. The highest peak he has climb- 
ed is the Gros Glockner, the highest 
peak in the Austrian Tyrol, about 14,- 
000 feet. Mr. Carter climbed Mount 
McDonald in the Selkirks, near Banff, 
two years ago.

He said he didn’t think the walk any- 
thing extraordinary, for he was used to 
outdoor exercise. 

He was given a comfortable bed ami 
the next morning lie was given a hot 
breakfast. Wednesday he was in court 
for vagrancy and was gisen until August 
9 to get mu oi the city.

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In the apportionment of representatives 
to the cities and towns of Middlesex 
County, now under consideration by the 
County Commissioners, the tentative 
plans call for such an outrageous dis- 
crimination against this city, that active 
measures should be taken by our politi- 
cal leaders to protect our interests in 
this direction. At the last apportionment 
in 1896, Newton received two represen- 
tatives, and nearly a thousand legal vot 
ers were thereby unrepresented. At that 
time, the average for the county was 
2331, Newton with 5617 voters was 
awarded two representatives. The pres- 
ent year the average for the county is 
2844. and on the face of the census re- 
turns, Newton is entitled to 2 n-14 rep- 
resentatives. This is the largest propor- 
tion of any claimant for an extra man, 
and taken in connection with the large 
number unrepresented during the past 
ten years, our claim for three men is a 
strong one. Besides these considera- 
tions, Newton pays 2 per cent of the 
state tax, on which basis it should have 
five representatives. It pays 11 per cent 
of the county tax, another basis for five 
men. In addition Newton pays more 
money pro rata for metropolitan assess- 
ments than any other municipality in the 
county. We have, therefore, strong 
claims to at least three representatives, 
and the County commissioners have ad- 
mitted that claim to the writer. But 
Cambridge comes in with a claim for an 
extra man and rumor says that the Com- 
missioners have allowed that city eight 
representatives, altho it is over 700 short 
of the average necessary for that num- 
ber. The Commissioners plan to allow 
Newton three representatives, with the 
addition of the town of Weston. We have 
nothing but good words for the town 
of Weston, but Newton is clearly enti- 
tled to three men by itself, as much so 
as Cambridge and possibly more. But 
the real “nigger in the wood pile” which 
prevents Newton from obtaining its 
rights, is the attitude of the Commis- 
sioners towards the small towns in the 
upper end of our senatorial district. 
Ashland. Sherborn, Hopkinton and Hol- 
liston, now constitute a representative 
district, with a constituency of 2097 vot- 
ers. over 700 short of the present aver- 
age number in the county. These towns 
are separated from the rest of the coun- 
ty by the present single representative 
districts of Natick, with 2621 and Fram- 
ingham with 2827, both of sufficient size 
to warrant a continuance of their pres- 
ent representation. North of Natick 
and Framingham is the town of Wayland 
with 619 voters. This town the Com- 
missioners propose to place in the Con- 
cord district, making it much larger than 
the average of 2844, and to continue the 
Ashland district as it is, altho it is so 
much smaller than the remainder of the 
country districts. The obvious thing to 
do, is to make a double district of Ash- 
land. Holliston. Hopkinton, Sherborn, 
Wayland and either Natick or Framing- 
bum. and place Weston in the Concord 
district in place of Wayland. This ar- 
rangement will equalize the districts in 
point of legal voters and allow Newton 
its three representatives to which it is 
clearly entitled. The County Commis- 
sioners, however, are lacking backbone 
to disturb the present one man districts 
of Natick and Framingham, and there- 
for propose to make the unequal appor- 
tionment outlined above rather than do 
the fair and the right thing by Newton 
and the remainder of the County. Be- 
cause neither Natick or Framingham de- 
sire a double district, is no reason for 
discriminating against Newton, and the 
all over the city. The formal hearing on 
the apportionment lakes place on August 
7th at 10 A. M. at East Cambridge but 
it is not necessary to wait until that time 
to prove to the County Commissioners 
that Newton does not propose to be ig- 
nored nor counted out in the present ap- 
portionment. 

Newton Republicans have an oppor- 
tunity to show their party spirit, by an- 
swering the call of the National Con- 
gressional Committee of which Con- 
gressman Weeks is a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, by sending in a dollar 
towards the expense of the coming cam- 
paign. Everyone who disapproves of 
the former campaign contributions from 
insurance companies and the large cor- 
porations, owe it 10 themselves and the 
party, to supply the necessary sinews of 


We arc not unappreciative of the pub- 
lic spirit and generosity which prompted | 
the gift of a playground for the “back- ; 
yard" school at Xonantum, and for cov- 
ering the brook and expense of grading. 
Tt is most gratifying to our sense of civic 
pride that there is sufficient interest in 
municipal affairs among our wealthy 
men, to broach such matters for the pub- 
lic weal. The unknown donors are as- 
gratcful for the gift and for the public 
spirit which lies behind it. 

There seems to be room for improve- 
ment in the way in which our new 
branch libraries are managed prior to 
their formal acceptance by the city. 
That at Xonantum, for instance, is now 
being paid for from private subscription, 
the funds being handled by city officials 
acting as private citizens. The proper 
course would be to deposit the subscrip- 
tions in tfle city treasury, and then treat 
the branch as a public institution. 

Among the names mentioned for rep- 
resentatives this fall are the present rep- 
resentative, John F. Lothrop. Mr. Wil- 
liam F. Gnrcclon, ex-alderman Oliver 
M. Fisher and Alderman Elias B. Bish- 
op. With opportunity for three men, 
Newton will be adequately represented 
whoever is chosen. 

With John B. Moran as a candidate of 
the Democratic party for governor, the 
Democratic vote in Newton would he 
on a par with that for Bryan in 1896. 
Success to his campaign for the nomin- 
ation. 

The tax rates from our sister cities 
and towns, all point towards a lower 
rate of assessment, and it does not take 
much of a prophet to figure out a large 
decrease over the $18 rate of last year. 

The weather man has been the cause 
of considerable profanity of late. 


Four trump hands are proverbially 
critical and to their mismanagement may 
be attributed a large share of the heavy 
losses recorded in every compass game. 
Many a player on finding himself the 
fortunate possessor of four trumps in- 
cluding a couple of honors immediately 
sets about building air-castles and if in 
addition he can count among his re- 
sources a plain suit that does not re- 
quire much establishing and a probable 
reentry card the air-castle is as good as 
built; off he goes on the trump attack 
only to find four trumps in one hand 
against him and have his reentry card 
drawn and a suit established against 
him. The prospect is not as rosy as it 
was and his whist faculties are taxed 
to the utmost. Whether the battle goes 
for or against him depends on his ability 
to keep his trumps intact and get the 
first force on the opposing four trump 
hand When these situations arise many 
players either do not recognize them as 
critical or lack the nerve to adopt the 
necessary protective tactics or else flatter 
themselves that they will find the other 
nine trumps equally divided. This last 
fallacy was exploded long ago, but few 
players seem to know that if the deal is 
against them and they hold four trumps 
their opponents will hold seventy-six 
hands containing four or more trumps 
in every one hundred deals while their 
partner will hold four trumps only twen- 
ty-six times in one hundred deals. If 
your partner is the dealer he will hold 
four trumps with you fifty times in one 
hundred deals, and there will be fifty- 
two four trump hands against you in 
every one hundred deals. If you are the 
dealer and hold four trumps every player 
at the table will hold four trumps with 
you thirty-three times in one hundred 
deals. Only eleven times in one hundred 
will you find the remaining nine trumps 
equally divided, you being the dealer. 
These figures hold of course only at the 
beginning of a deal; after every trick, 
especially after every round of trumps 
they are subject to correction, but for 
all that they emphasize sufficiently the 
need of the greatest care in the major- 
ity of cases. It is a simple matter to 
keep your trumps together on doubtful 
I tricks, but when winning cards loom up 
against you keen whist perception is call- 
ed for hacked up by a steady nerve. 
Refusing to over-trump your right hand 
adversary will often save a great suit in 
a critical situation. Keeping command 
of trumps in these situations i> often of 
vital importance, but it is surpri>ing to 
see how often this precaution is disre- 
garded. 

An interesting hand of this class came 
up at the American Whist Club recent- 
ly; the club 3 was turned west and north 
held— Clubs A, J, 9, 4, diamonds K, Q, 
J, to, 6, spades A, 5, hearts K. 2. 

North led the 4 of trumps. East play- 
ed the 2, and South won with the K, 
West playing the 3. South returned the 
6 of trumps, covered by the 7, and North 
finessed the J, losing to the lone queen. 
Ka.it now led the spade Q anil all fol- 
lowed suit, North winning with the ace. 
What would you lead now? This is one 
of the cases where the command of 
trumps is apt to be very valuubft. One 
rash player led the ace of trumps here, 
ami then the diamonds, losing to West's 
ace; West now drew the last trump; the 
king of spades was then led, followed 
by a low heart, North's king falling to 
the ace in East’s hand; then followed a 
procession of spades and hearts. At 


another table a very sound player keeps 
command of trumps, leading the dia- 
monds at trick No. 3, saving two tricks; 
West winning with the ace, follows with 
the king of spades and a low heart as 
before; East now comes with the jack 
of spades, on which South plays the 9, 
West discarding. What should North 
play? North perceives that South can 
ruff the next spade and having a good 
discard in the 2 of hearts, his opponents’ 
suit, he keeps his trumps together ; this 
saves two more tricks. Students are not 
to suppose, however, that refusing to 
take a force or to over-trump can be in- 
dulged in successfully on the guessing 
plan. Wait until your perception teaches 
you that the situation calls for excep- 
tion play, then meet it.

Tramp Driven Out. 

Satisfied that the three recent breaks 
in the Newton Lower Falls railroad 
station and that at the Wellesley Farms 
station were committed by a gang of 
tramps having headquarters near Wel- 
lesley Farms, Chief of Police Kingsbury 
and Patrolman James R. Wright of that 
town Saturday afternoon raided the 
camp. The tramps'* had evidently be- 1 
come suspicious that they were to be 
rounded up, for when the police arrived 
they found the tramps had just departed. 

The camp was situated very near 
the point where the boundary lines of 
Newton, Weston and Wellesley meet. 
It became known to the Wellesley police 
Saturday that tramps had retunretl to 
the shanty about a half a mile east of 
the Wellesley Farms railroad station, 
after an absence of nearly a year. 

The police found cooking utensils, 
bedding, clothing and household uten- 
sils in the shanty constructed of railroad 
sleepers and discarded iron “sideboards" 
from gravel cars.

Several newspapers of recent date and 
numerous other articles were found 
within the little shanty, which was hid- 
den from view of the railroad tracks a 
short distance away by a bowlder. This 
was the same place in which a gang of 
tramps had its headquarters about a year 
ago and after numerous robberies of 
henyards had been committed in Wel- 
lesley, Newton and Weston the place was 
raided bv the police of the two last 
named places. The raid was made late 
at night and the six or eight occupants 
of the shanty escaped in the nick of time 
to escape the police. In former years 
the place has also been a headquarters 
for tramps who have committed many 
depredations in this vicinity.

Miss 
Ea.ttwood has for several years been 
employed in a Boston business house. 
The couple will make their future home 
in Newton Upper Falls.

Attempted Kidnapping Defeated 

An attempted kidnapping of a 5-year 
old boy in West Newton created a sen- 
sation among the residents of Cherry 
street Tuesday. After having taken one 
of his little daughters away from her 
grandparents under sensational circum- 
stances, James Pendcrgast of Boston 
late Tuesday afternoon made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to spirit away his 5-year 
old boy. 

Pendcrgast enlisted the services of 
several score children living in the vicin- 
ity of Cherry street by promising to give 
the one who notified him when the lad 
came out of the house a crisp $2 bill. 
The little fellow's grandmother was not- 
ified of the attempt to carry away the 
boy after Pendergast had been driving 
around West Newton in a hack for sev- 
eral hours. She frustrated the plan and 
got the lad safely housed at her home, 
338 Cherry street. 

1 About jo years ago Pendergast was 
married to Mary, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Patrick D. Donahue of West 
Newton, hey lived happily for a num- 
ber of years and three children were 
born to them. They arc Alice, aged 9; 
Catherine, 7, and Francis, 5. About three 
| years ago the couple separated, Mrs. 
Pendergast coming to live with her par- 
ents at West Newton and Pendergast 
going to Boston, where he secured em- 
ployment as a barber at a well known 
Back Bay hotel. 

Mrs. Pendcrgast and the children 
lived happily with the little ones’ grand- 
parents. Mrs. Pendcrgast secured em- 
ployment in a mill at Newton Lower 
Falls, earning enough to support her- 
self and the little ones. A sad blow 
came to the family last spring, when on 
the night of May 18, Mrs. Pendergast 
dropped dead while running to a fire at 
Auburndale. Suspicious circumstances 
were at first believed to be connected 
with the untimely death, but when Med- 
ical Examiner West made an examina- 
tion he pronounced death due to natural 
causes. 

Since then the three grandchildren 
have made their home with the grand- 
parents, who have been greatly devoted 
to them. 

On a recent "Sunday, Mr. Pendcrgast 
came to this city and in company with a 
woman unknown to the Dpnahues vis- 
ited their house on Cherry street. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Donahue they talked 
over the financial arrangements for sup- 
porting the children. As the visitors 
left the house Mr. Pendcrgast invited 
Catherine, the younger girl, down the 
street to have some candy, Mrs. Dona- 
hue said this morning. The girl railed 
to return. By supper time Mr. and Mrs. 
Donahue became alarmed and enquiry 
among neighbors brought out the fact 
that the girl had been seen riding toward 
Boston on an electric car in company 
with a man and a woman. She was cry- 
ing bitterly. 

"Last Sunday Pendergast camAo our 
home and admitted that lie had taken 
the girl/' said Mrs. Dona 1 me this morn- 
ing. “Me said that he was going to have 
the little boy too, and said that the only 
way to gel him was to kidnap him,” add- 
ed Mrs. Donahue. 

Tuesday Pendergast in company 
with a woman arrived the middle of the 
forenoon at West Newton. They spent 


the afternoon and early evening riding 
about the streets of that vicinity in a 
Itack. Upon promise that the one first 
discovering little Francis Pendcrgast 
should receive a $2 bill, many children 
lined Cherry, River and other streets 
ready to carry the news of the lad’s ap- 
pearance to his father 

'Finally the lad w«<v locate JriiTHer yard 
of a house a considerable distance away 
iti company with his older sister Alice. 
The girl started on a run across lots 
home and arrived with her dress torn 
and hands scratched as a result of hav- 
ing climbed fences and pushed her way 
through briar patches. 

The hoy was hustled into the hack. 
The horse was whipped up and driven 
toward Washington street. A stop was 
made to fix some part of the outfit, when 
a married woman, who lives down 
stairs in the house occupied by the Don- 
ahues and the Pendergast children, es- 
pied the lad in the bottom of the hack. 
She spread the word among the children 
to get the little fellow out of the vehicle, 
according to the story told by Mrs. Don- 
ahue. This was done so quickly that ef- 
fort to again get possession of the lad 
was fruitless. In the meantime word 
had been sent to- the little chap’s grand- 
mother, notifying her of what was tak- 
ing place. She hurried out and brought 
him into the house. Today aged Mrs. 
Donahtic kept a close watch of the two 
grandchildren who are still in her charge. 
She said that no future attempt to kid- 
nap the children would be successful if 
she could prevent it. 

The Donahues are well known among 
the residents of West Newton, having 
made their home in that place for many 
years. The attempted spiriting away of 
the little grandson caused great excite- 
ment among the neighbors.

PRUNES IN RICE BORDER. 

Sprinkle one cup of rice slowly Into two quarts of salted boiling water and 
cook rapidly until the grains will mash easily between the thumb and Anger. 
The time of cooking will depend on the age of the rice as when old It takes 
longer; twenty minutes to half an hoar should be allowed. Drain and pre» 
Into a buttered border mold. 

Wash one and one-hnlf pounds of the best prunes, then soak In water to 
cover for two or three honrs. Cook gently in the same water until the skin 
may be pierced oasily, but not until the prunes fall to pieces. When about 
half done add one and one-hnlf cups of sugar. If the prunes are put directly 
into rapidly boiling water the akin will remain tough even after the pulp la 
over cooked. 

Turn the mold onto a large plate while the rice is warm, or it may bo 
prepared beforehand and then set In a pan of boiling water to heat through. 
Fill the center of the mold with prunes and arrange a row round the base. 
Serve with cream or with a sauce made from the syrup drained from the 
prunes and flavored with lemon. This la a comparatively inexpensive dessert 
and a healthful change from rich pastriee or steamed puddings which are 
often used too exclusively even by the most thoughtful housekeepers.

The funeral took place 
Wednesday morning at St. Mary's 
church, Newton Upper Falls. Requiem 
mass was celebrated by Rev. Fr. Timothy 
J. Danahy. There were many floral of- 
ferings, including a set piece from local 
union 51 of Framingham. 

Janies Prendergast of Newton Lower 
Lower Falls district for quite a number 
of years and was well known there. For 
a number of years he had made his home 
on Cedar street, Wellesley Hills. 

James Predergast of Newton Lower 
Falls was badly injured by being hit by 
falling timbers and iron work. 

A large number of persons from this 
city went to South Framingham on Mon- 
day and the following days to \yatch the 
work of searching the ruins. 

The funeral of Mr. Prendergast took 
place yesterday morning at St. John's 
church, Newton Lower Falls, Many 
friends living in the Lower Falls and 
in Wellesley attended.

Callanan. Among the floral offerings was 
a bouquet sent by the members of local 
union 51 of South Framingham. The 
burial was in St. Mary's cemetery.

The work of exterminating the dm 
tree hectic from trees all over the city 
will from now on keep a large gang of 
workmen busy.

The brown tail and gypsy moths 
have been pretty thoroughly extermin- 
ated and effort is now being made to 
stamp out the elm tree beetles before 
they spread any more.

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Wanted— A Simpler System of | 
Taxation. 

The finances of the Metropolitan dis- : 
trict arc in such a hopeless tangle that 
110 municipality can tell a year in ad- 
vance how much it will be called upon to 1 
pay as its share of the Metropolitan i 
taxes. 

The Selectmen made in their report 
last year what had every appearance of 
being an authoritative estimate of the 
amount of the Metropolitan Park tax 
this year. As it was, they doubtless | 
came as near to a correct guess as any j 
one could have. Their estimate was 
about $5000 short of the mark. 

It ought to be possible to predict cor- 
rectly within $3000 the amount of such 1 
a tax, and it would be if the allotment 
of these metropolitan park, water and 
sewer taxes was not attended with so 
needless an amount of complexity. 1 

The confusion, instead of becoming I 
less every year, is gradually growing 
more. And the reason is because so 
many academic discriminations and sub- 
tleties have been infused into the State’s 
treatment of the Metropolitan finances, 
owing to a false idea of fairness and 
justice which leads not one of the muni- 
cipalities to feel that it is safe from be- 
ing imposed upon to gratify whims sim- 
ilar to those embodied in the apportion- 
ment of 1900. 

The park apportionment of 1905 was 
much simpler, but we need to get nearer 
still to simplicity by the passage of per- 
manent legislation which will establish a 
system the working of which every one 
will be able to understand in all its de- 
tails. 

The betterment idea is at the root of 
the whole evil. The notice that im- 
provements should be paid for by the 
towns and cities which benefit directly 
is on its surface very simple, as well as 
very just, but a little experience has 
shown that in actual practice this prin- j 
ciple of assessment is neither simple 
nor just, except under extraordinary 
conditions. 

. If the improvements are not for the 
benefit of the whole Metropolitan dis- 
trict. they should not be paid for out of 
the Metropolitan taxes as is the custom, 
but should be a matter for adjustment 
between the municipalities involved, and 
no other municipality should be bother- 
ed by having a minute share of the ex- 
pense foisted into its contribution to the 
district. 

The fact that the cost of improve- 
ments directly benefiting certain towns 
and cities is levied in part, at least, upon 
the district at large, except in rare 
cases, shows that such improvements are 
regarded, properly, as metropolitan im- 
provements for which the whole public 
is indebted. 

Take the case of the Wellington 
bridge. Half the cost is placed on Som- 
erville and Medford, because they bene- 
fit directly. It is a principle with which 
we are all familiar— of which the sewer 
-assessment is a well known example. 
But its application may result in absurd- 
ities. Somerville may be supposed to 
benefit more from the construction of 
such a bridge than Boston. If so, then 
the side of Somerville toward the bridge 
receives more benefit than that most re- 
mote ; then again, a special class of citi- 
zens living on the side toward the 
bridge uses it, and they alone should be 
taxed; to follow out tile principle fur- 
ther would be simply to attain to the ab- 
surdity of taxing a small group of indi- 
viduals, merchants or manufacturers 
operating many vehicles, for nearly the 
whole cost of a bridge, and such a 
method of taxation would be not only 
ubiturd, but would he a departure from 
that equitable distribution of taxes' which 
economists describe as that toward which 
modern communities have been tending 
ever since the abolition of bridge tolls 
and 'imilar obsolete eccentricities of 
taxation. 

If all these improvements which are 
looked upon as affecting, even infinitesi- 
mally, the Metropolitan district, were 
pimply grouped together and their cost 
settled upon the district as a whole, the 
result would be vastly more equitable, 
and each municipality could figure out 
its share of the metropolitan debt on the 
basis of its own valuation, without hav- 
ing to contend with visionary, hair-split- 
ting factors. If there are any improve- 
ments which benefit only two or three 
municipalities then 'iicb improvements 
should be paid wholly by such munici- 
palities and diould not be the business 
of tile district. The confusion that 
results from mixing up the better- 
ment assessment method with the even 
distribution method of taxation should 
he entirely eliminated — otic method 
pliould he applied at a time, not both at 
once. — Brookline Chronicle.

Autoists Narrowly Escaped. 

Six persons on an automobile trip 
from New York to Boston narrowly es- 
caped going over the bridge at the Low- 
er Falls into the Charles river Sunday 
afternoon. Their big touring car went 
short up against an iron post a few feet 
from the edge of the bridge, but luckily 
the post was strong enough to hold the 
machine. The occupants of the car were 
given a bad fright and according to eye 
witnesses one of them fainted. 

The big touring car was occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. George H. Wyant, Mrs. 
Wyant’s two sisters, Misses Annie and 
Helen Young, H. O. Johnson, all of New 
York city, and a chauffeur. It was short- 
ly after 4 o’clock that the car came down 
the Lower Falls hill from the direction 
of Wellesley Hills after having started 
from New York early in the day. The 
hill is fairly steep and the big machine 
sped along at a fair rale of speed. Com- 
ing down the left hand side of the thor- 
oughfare and crossing the Lower Falls 
branch of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
which at this point is even with the 
grade of the street, the chauffeur swung 
the machine across the electric car tracks 
toward the right hand side of the street. 

Misjudging the distance slightly the 
chauffeur drove the machine a little too 
far to the right, It crashed into the 
-lender iron pust at the edge of the 
bridge. The post was bent slightly and 
the right hand forward axle of the auto- 
mobile was wrenched. Bystanders fear- 
ed for a few moments that the big car 
and its six occupants would go over the 
bridge into the river, a drop of about a 
dozen feet. The water is deep at this 
side of the bridge, a new dam having 
been built here about two years ago. 

It was with much relief to the occu- 
pants of the touring car and to the by- 
standers that the chauffeur finally shut 
off the [lower and stopped the machine 
from forcing itself harder and harder 
agnin-t the slender po-t. Frightened 
by the narrow escape one of the women 
fainted, but was quickly revived. 

After making minor repairs the ma- 
chine was able to proceed. One of the 
men climbed into the front seat beside 
the chauffeur and the others got into the 
four broad seats side by side in back. 
The automobile started away to finish 
its run to Boston at a much less speed 
than that at which it came down the 
hill. 

Residents of the Lower Falls say that 
they have long expected that some auto- 
mobilist would come to grief by running 
into this post. For some unaccountable 
reason a large percentage of the autoists 
going eastward cross the electric car 
tracks just before reaching the bridge. 
Many of these have narrowly escaped 
li Siting the little iron post at the edge 
of the bridge.

Norumbega Park. — Norumbega Park j

Even in its first season, however, the 
management at Norumbega inaugurat- 
ed that plan so much approved by all 
zoologists of placing the animals in the 
open in natural enclosures where they 
might have ampe room to wander about 
and exercise and at the same time to be 
displayed to the best advantage. At the 
present time this park has without 
question the best zoological collection in 
New England ami in many respects, 
outside of New York zoos, or the gov- 
ernment zoological garden at Washing- 
ton it is the best in the country. There 
are over one hundred animals, many of 
them rare species, and for variety it is 
especially noteworthy. There are lions, 
pumas, lynx, beaver, otter, musk-rat, 
wild cat, jaguars, civets, wolves, many 
species of deer, elk, buffalo, camel, bears, 
and a wonderful monkey house with 
species representing nearly every clinic 
of the world. The space devoted to the 
animals has been incerased each year 
until now tlie zoological garden is over 
four times its former size. The boating 
and canoeing on the Charles is one of 
the attractive features of a visit to this 
resort and the Norumbega boat house 
has tlie reputation of having the best 
canoe livery on this beautiful river. The 
mysterious chalet is filled with many in- 
teresting features including the Japan- 
ese village with the rolling balls and the 
various industries of these clever people 
who manufacture many of the articles 
which they have on exhibition. The
